JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our dates are down to the 27th July. The London mail of 
the 26th May arrived out ov the 17th July. 

The iutelligence for the fortnight is of considerable im- 
portance. Her Majesty's ships Barossz and Cormorant left on 
the 21st July ona cruise to Choshiu (Tsiosiu), for the pur- 
pose, it was said, of communicating to the Prince of Nangato 
certain despatches from tho representatives of foreign Powers. 
Two of Nangato’s officers, who have just returned from Europo, 
were on board the Barossa, and, we believe, some officials ap- 
pointed by the Government. The captain of the Semiramis, 
French war steamer, Mr. Enslie, and several other officials, also 
accompanied the envoy. The Djwmbi, Dutch war steamer, 
it had been expected, would also leave with them, but at the 
last moment this arrangement was altered. Sir Rutherford 
Alcock remained at Yokohama. 

A change in the Governorship of Yokohama is reported. The 
newly-appointed holder of that office is Ovukaski, who was 
formorly one of the Secretaries at the Custom-house. It is also 
said that Matzlaira Yamato-no-Kami and Etakura Suwa no 
Kami, and many smaller officials, have beeu degraded from their 
office for alleged mismanagement in the affair of notifying 
foreigners as to the resolution of the Government concerning 
the closing of the port of Yokohama. 

Our Yedo intelligence, indeed, indicates anything but tho 
existence of a satisfactory condition of affairs in the native 
Government. It is averred that there is some more than or- 
dinary split in the Cabinet. ‘Ihe Tycoon is left entirely without 
the aid of his Council, every member of which is taken with 
an unusually severe fit of sickness immediately upon the reccipt 
of summons to his duties. The opinion prevails that this 
malady has no other caus? than an intense panic, induced by 
the conviction that events of great and serious import are 
now hovering around them, to the emergencies of which they 
fecl incapab'e. The provinees of Hodatchi, Schimotsuki, 
Shimosa, and Musashi, are said to be in a most disordered 
condition in consequence of ravages and disorders committed 
by the Shaeshinz-Cumi, a body of rebels or fanatic patriots, 
dating its start from the ancient college in Mito. They have 
established their headquarters upon the hills in the neighbour- 
Food of the great river Bandotaro, from whence they levy 
black mail of money and men from the neightouring smaller 
daimios and other inhabitants, with the professed purpose of 
organising a formidable force to aid in any measures for the 
expulsion of forcigners. 

‘Tho Tycoon, it is said, will leave Yedo again very shortly 
to return to Miako, where he feels that, in the present state of 
affairs, he would be in greater safety. 

Many an. very serious disturbances continue to be reported 
from the neighbourhood of Yedo. Bodies of Loonins aro 
reported to have enscoused themselves in the Tonkuba Yama, 
whence they will doubtless be dislodged by considerablo 
numbers of the Government troops, sent for their dispersion or 
capture. 

General Pruyn, the American Minister, his paid a 
Yedo—aceording to the Jupan Herald, with reference to 
certain negotiatious and business arrang: ments which have 
been going forward with the Japanese Goverument, fur the 
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purchase and building in America of vessels of war. The 
Commercial News affirms that his Government has ordered 
General Pruyn to resume permanent residence at Yedo, and 
that the Dutch Government has sent similar orders to its 
Consul-General, M. van Polsbroek. Commander D. McDougall, 
of the United States war steamer Wyoming, has been promoted 
to the rank of captain, for services at Shimono‘eki. 

» The remainder of the 20th Regiment, which, as stated in 
our last, arrived from Hong Kong on the 9th of July, landed 
on the 14th, and marched up to the new barracks on the Bluff. 
Since the disembarkation, the Japan Herald says :—“ We re- 
gretted to observe so many of these brave fellows with evidences 
of their long residence in an unhealthy climate, and heartily 
wished that the fine one in which they will probably be located 
for some months at least, might reinstate them ; up to this, 
however, we regret to say it has not appeared to have had such 
effect, for there has been a most lamentable mortality to notice. 
There has been scarcely a day that once or twice, at least, the 
mournful muffled drum and fife has not sent its thrilling tones 
to the hearts of their comrades, as some poor fellow has been 
borne to his final rest. We have not heard distinctly the cause 
of this mortality. We expect in most cascs it is low fever in- 
duced by the causes above mentioned ; but we believe it is also 
in part undoubtedly caused by indiscreet indulgences in vile 
Jiquors—and that vilest and most unwholesome of all (to the 
Enropeanfstomach) Japanese saki. We rejoice to hear, while j 
compiling this issue, that the reports from the barracks are 
much more favourable.” 

An unsatisfactory state of things exists in the silk market, 
some hitch having arisen as to the importation of the article 
from Yedo. The Japan Herald states on this point :--“ All 
our anxious inquiries with regard to the non-nrrival of silk | 
from the country have jbeen met with ominous shakes of the ; 
head, and such replies as the following :—‘ There is a deal of 
trouble in Yedo with the officers ;’ or, ‘ The officers refuse to 
inspect the silk, and to Iet it come down to Yokohama,’ 
Now, what all these replies mean is not precisely clear ; 
but they are sufficient to show there must be a preconcerted 
plan laid down by somebody to prevent or restrict the 
operations between the native dealers and the foreigners. 
All the silk coming from the interior of the country 
to Yokohaina has to pass through Yedo, and cannot be 
conveyed thence to this place without paying a heavy 
Squeeze, and being accompanied with a permit. ‘Theso 
regulations leave the native merchauts entirely in the power of 
the Japanese authorities, who can at their pleasure either grant 
or withdraw their permit.” Our contemporary suggests that 
the British Minister should direct his Cunsul to calla mecting 
of merchants in the scttlement to gather their opinions and 
experiences on the repeated aunoyunees and grievances they 
are made to suffer. 

On the 22nd July the case of Blum Brot’ ers and Co. v. 
A. Marks and Co., was adjudicated by Mr. G. S, Fisher, the 
American Consul. Tiis was an action brought by Messrs. 
Blum Brothers and Co., of Shanghai, merchants, against Messrs. 
‘A. Marks, and Co, of Yokohama, auctioneers, to recover the sum 
of $238, amount of sales of a consignment of goods. The 
defendants satisficd the Court that they were instructed to sell 
the consignment of goods by auction at not less than cost 
price, with the option. if they thought fit, to take them over ; 
that under this power they had taken them over, and had paid 
the amount of the invoice to Messrs. Dunn and Co. (a firm 
lately absconded from this place). The American Consul held 
the defendants to have been justified in regarding Messrs, 
Dunn and Co, as the agents of Messrs. Blam Brothers and Co., 
and consequently judgment passed for the defendants with 
costs,

ammunition, in the belief that she would reach Nagasaki in 
ten days; but meeting with adverse winds, her supplies were 
exhausted before she neared the latter port, aud she was obliged 
to seck assistance on the coast. Running inland, the first 
port she sighted was Fukugawa, where she determined to enter. 
The officials who boarded her promised to refer the captain’a 
report to their superiors, and left on apparently friendly terme 
But during the night fire was opened on her without any 
warning, from a small battery on the 8.E. of the town, and: 
steam was got up with all possible despatch. As she was. 
getting under weigh, a number of men who had assembled: on: 
the beach, fired a volley from jinyals and muskets; but,. 
fortunately, neither these nor the larger guns of the battery 
injured her. As soon as she got out of their range, she opened: 
fire from two small Parrott’s rifled caunon whieh she had on. 
board, with good effect, destroying several houses. Proceeding 
under sail to the island of Susima, she renewed her requests to- 
the officers who boarded her, to be allowed to take coal or fires 
wood, and water, and they promised she should be supplied on. 
the morrow. (That day, however, clapsed without any ono- 
coming near her; and on the following the captain sent a 
party ashore, to cut firewood and fill water-casks, who, it ap~ 
pears, were not interfered with. With the supplies thus. 
obtained, the Monitor proceeded on her voyage ; but meeting 
with foul winds was again obliged to resort to the same expe- 
dient, on another part of the coast; and eventually had to 
burn spare spars to enable her to reach port. 

The Spanish frigate Narvaez visited Nagasaki on the 9th July,, 
to coal and procure provisions ; but as Spain is not only not a 
treaty Power, but regarded by the Japanese with fecliugs of the 
strongest enmity, she appeared at first likely to find some diffi- 
culty in gaining assent to her wishes, Eventually, a direct. 
applicat'on to the Governor was successful, and permission was 
given to her captain to procure whatever he needed, and for- 
himself and officers to go ashore. It will be recollected that the 
Narvaez brought down to Hong Kong the report that General 
Brown and Sir Rutherford Alcock were both at Nagasaki, and’ 
that it was determined instantly to vindicate the right of foreign 
commerce to navigate the Inland Sea. Possibly “the wish 
was father to the thought” in the Spanish breast, for, as we now 
know, there was no foundation for the statement. 

The following, from the Japan Herald, is a valuable con- 
tribution towards enabling us to form a judgment of the 
character and policy of Nangato:—* We have re related 
somewhat of the history of the family of Mowori—Matzdaira 
Daizen no Daiboo, Sin no chioojoo. ‘It is not to our purpose- 
now to refer to it further than to remind our readers that. 
the ancestors of the present Prince were once the Princes of 
no Jess than eleven of the finest provinces of Japan, 
viz, Nangato, Sono, Aki Bingo, Maria, Bitjou, Inaba, 
Hoki, Idzoomo, Iwami, and  Bizen, and were de- 
spoiled of them ail, save the two first named, by 
the first Shigoon of the present dynasty, Reduced. 
thus to so inferior a position amongst the peers o¢ 
the realm, the pride of his haughty family has continually 
fretted and festered, ready to break out into open fury at any 
moment when the course of events should point to some hope 
of revenge for the past, an the regaining to tho house its. 
ancient possessions, In the furtherance cf these aims he suc- 
ceeded in inducing one of the Prime Ministers of the Mikado 
to conspire with him ; and it was by this friend that the forged 
order to the Tycoon, professing to issue from the Mikado, for 
the expulsion of foreigners, was issued ; the intended purpose 
of this cabal being to lead the Tycoon ints conflict with 
foreigners, which the wily Prince of Nangato saw would 
induce a condition of things from which his views could 
be more easily worked; or that, even if this scheme 
failed of the result, through the disobedience of the Tycoou to 
the mandate of the Empcror, then that he might be denounced 
by Nangato as iu rebellion against the Emperor, ‘Tho whole 
plot, however, happened, by some lucky chance, to be discovered 
by the Tycoon when at Minako, ‘The treachery of Nangato 
became fully seen through ; and Nangato’s position beeame of the. 
most critical character with respect to his own Government. 
He then, as reported hy us some time since, left his former city 
of Hangi in the province of Choshin, and retired to his 
stronghold, Yama-Goutchi, in the province of Suwo, whither 
We have. 
If it indeed be so, 
it is no matter of surprise if the ‘lycoon's party, though dis- 
iuclined to bear the burden themselves, should bo willing 
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spectators, rather than else, of the probable coming chastise- 
ment of the baughty Prince of Nangato, who doubtless showed 
but little tact or judgment in attempting to make bis own 
acts of aggression upon foreigners a part of his plot agaiust the 
Tycoon.” 

MAKODADI. 

Several vessels have lately visited this port on the chance of 
sale to the Japanese; the ready sale and high prico obtained 
for the brig Melcor having served as a bait to owners. They 
have been disappointed, however, and the vessels bave been 
obliged to leave, taking low freights for Chiua. ‘The Governor 
of Hakodadi has made a ccremonious exodus from the town to 
the new fort near the village of Kamida, about two and o half 
miles distant. He is to take up his residence there, aud there 
ie consequently to be some chunge in the distribution of 
the troops stationed in and about Hakodadi. Everything 
is perfectly tranquil, and the small amount of trade of 
which the place is capable, is going on as usual, aud would 
get on much better were it not for Japanese official interference. 
"The Governor, who is himself rather a favourite amongst 
foreiguers, appears to be led by his officials—who not having 
bis responsibility, are said to advise him to the pursuit 
of the most illiberal policy; so that, although civil and | 
apparently friendly, they would sccm at the Northern port, 
as elsewhere, eutirely oblivious of the fect that treatics 
convey some rights and privileges. ‘The whole of the 
trade of the port is conducted by a system of contracts ; 
very few if any of these can be made without submission by 
‘the Japanese dealer to a considerable squeeze for “ registering.” 
A few silk contracts with neighbouring Princes are re- 
ported to have been agreed upon; owing to this inter- 
ference, one, if not more of them, was totally broken, 
and others only partly fulfilied. The like interference 
prevails in respect to the sule of steamers, and produced 
tho disappointment referred to above. We hear that a Prince 
of the Province of Tsoogaroo (Ltsjiu no Kami, we expect), bad 
sent his officers to Hakodadi with $158,000 for the purchase 
of steamers; but the Governor, nuder the pretest that they 
had no right to go on a trial trip in a forcign vessel without 
his consent, which he would not give, spoilt the bargain with 
respect to the London, 





CHINA, 
PERING, 


Our dates are to the 25th July, at which date the foreign 
Ministers were rusticating in the hills in the neighbourhood of 
Peking. The weather had been excessively hot, and uo rain 
having fallen, there were well-founded apprehensions lest the 
crops should utterly fail. One of tho eight iron-helmet princes 
and several high officials had three times visited a sacred pool, 
known as the pool of the Black Dragon, at a spot about seven. 
teen miles to the west of Pcking. Here and at other famous 
shrines kotowing, gong beating, cracker firing, and every other 
manifestation of Chinese religious feeling were kept up for 
several days, At length rain did full, and revived the hopes 
of the agriculturists. 

Rumours of a threatened attack on the foreign Legations had 
been circulated, but created little alarm. Reports of a more 
extraordinary character have, however, gained credence amongst 
the lower orders in the capital. Some ingenious individual 
started a rumour to the effect that the foreigners are in the 
habit of kidnapping little boys and girls, and utilising them in 
various ways, amougst others by picking their eyes out for 
photographic purposes. ‘The Chinese authorities took the 
matter up con amore, and succeeded in arresting several of the 
people who were found spreading the rumour, This and the 
public execution of five men who were proved to be really 
kidnappers, set the matter atrest. Lyne’s murder still remains 
enveloped in mystery. Vaccination (not inoculation) establish- 
ments have been opened by the Chinese authorities in Peking 
and at Tientsiv. ‘Ihe foreign doctors nt each place have becn 
supplied with lymph from the native hospitals, 

SHANGHAI, 

The French mail, of 17th June, arrived out on the 2nd 
August. The dates are down to the 4th. 

The shipping reporter to the Mecorder gives the following 
narrative of piratical attacks on foreign vessels :— 

From accounts which reach us from time to time, it would 
appear that the Formosa Channel, aud more especially the 





a 
avery formidable and desperate fleet of piratical junks, so 
much so that within four days from the 25th to the 28th July 
we have to record an attack made by these marine banditti om 
two distinct vessels, one on the 25th July, the other two days. 
subsequently ; the particulars of one vessel only have come 
to hand, which we publish below :— 

The Baron Kellner, an Austrian barque of 331 tons register, 
anchored at Woosung on the Ist Aug., from Hong Kong, 
dceply laden with coals. She experienced heavy weather after- 
leaving—a strong easterly gale with heavy sea on the 15th 
July, 150 miles SE. of Hong Kong, and a typhoon on the 
2ist, in lat. 21.43, long. 116.26, commencing from the N.E.. 
and veering to SSE, with a heavy cross sea, moderating after 
24 hours; and experienced five weather up to the 25th ; and 
when about 25 miles to the 8.W. of the Pescadores, with a 
three knot breeze from southward, observed six piratical junks 
making towards the ship, forming two divisions, each junk 
pulling about 50 oars, and sailing and overhauling the barque 
fast, in consequence of her being deeply laden with coals. 

One of the junks out of the three foremost ones stood to the 
windward of the ship, while the other two shortened sail to 
enable her to do so. Ouly abuut a dozen men could be seen 
on board—the others had evidently stowed themselves 
away reudy for a rush—as their object was to come alongside 
and beard ; while performing that manauvre, thoy hailed and 
said in English that they wished to come alongside, still bear- 
ing down on the vessel, while the other two made sail and 
tried to perform the same feat on the other side ; they were- 
hailed in English to keep away, but not heeding the caution, 
and as the distance had been shortened to only 100 yards, 
a shot was fired well ahead, so as to check them if 
possible, but nothing daunted, on they came ;—the 
same dose was given to tho two other junks on 
the starboard side. Their intention was now evident; they 
intended to board on both sides simultancously, and make 
short work of ber. The smell of the powder did not check 
them; on they came, and hot work was expected, as the 
distance had been shortened to only about thirty yards. This 
was ecrtaivly more close than pleasant, when one of the- 
12-pounders belched forth her iron messenger, striking the 
junk between wind and water. This electrifying shock turned 
the tide of affairs in favour of the barque, and in an instant, as. 
if by magic, the decks of all three junks were crowded with. 
men; it was evident that the junk was sinking, as she bore 
down on the other two, who also altered their course. 

Tie Yokohama, a threc-masted schooner, hove in sight about 
this time, from Swatow bound to the Gulf of Pechile, and fears 
were entertaincd that the scend division of the junks would 
attack before the schooner oaine near enough to sigualise, and 
a muskctry fire was kept up for some time. The sight of a 
second antagonist appeared to terrify them, so that they teok 
the sivking junk in tow and shaped their course for land. ;,The 
Yokvhana remained in company all night with guns loaded and 
shotted, and nothing having occurred, each vessel stccred their 
course in the morning. The Danish brig Alora Maria was 
spoken two days after, from Copenhager, bound to the 
Amoor, and was informed by her that the Yolokama had an 
engagement with a fleet of juanks the day previous, but suc- 
ceceded in beating them off. 

The Commercial Recorder says :—* Little has occurred in the 
setllement itself to call for much remark. The typhoon is 
forgotten, and everyoue is engaged in watching the tea and sill 
markets with eager eye. The latter market is somewhat at a 
standstill, owing to the high prices demanded by sellers. There 
have Leen no trials of any consequence of late, but next week 
an important insurance case regarding opium comes off, which 
promises to be of unusual iutercst, and likely to last several 
days. 

“Cholera, we regret to say, still hovers in our midst, Mr. 
Whistler, tea inspector in the firm of Jardine, Matheson, and 
Co., was seized with the complaint on the 30th July, und after 
a short illness expired. It scems to be a malady which comes 
and goes here, and great as the care is which is bestowe+ on 
the settlement, it is not easy to refute the remark that the 
increasing Chinese population within the limits of the settle- 
ment may be one of the many causes that add to the uubealthi- 
ness of the summer months, 

“Tino Custom-house returns have been published for the 
ycar ending December, 1863 ; and despite Mr. Cobden's ‘ne. 
erate’ specch regarding trade in Chiua, it is not casy to notice 
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of tea, including black and green, while Shanghai heads the list 
with 53,596,023 lbs, during the past ycar.” 

Bernard, or Barney Morriss, the American colleague of the 
Englishmen cast for capturing the Zsatlee, was brought 
to trial at the American Consulate, and to his plea of 
« Guilty” was sentenced to the punishment of ten years’ im- 
prisonment in either China or the United States. As one 
year's imprisonment was deemed sufficient for the Englishmen, 
ten times one scems heavy—very heavy, If he remains here 
loug, however he will cscape—so its no odds ! 

CAPTURE OF NANKING. 

‘The following account is from the Morth China Herald :— 

The ancient southern capital has at length reverted to the Imperial 
The campaign in Keangsoo having been brought to a satisfactory con- 
clusion, supplies were completely cut off from Nanking, and it accordingly 
became a mere question of time how long the beleaguered garrison could 
hold out. On the 17th ult. news was received that the rebel Emperor, 
the Tien Wang, or Heavenly Prince, had committe 
ing gold-leaf. The besiegers pushed on their work 











Il more rapidly than 
before, and on the 19th an enormous mine which had been run up to the 
Taiping men (north-east gute) was exploded, and a portion of the wall, 
about one hundred and twenty feet in length, eompletely destroyed. The 








wall at this place is some sixty feet high and forty feet thick, and it is said 

th ty-eight thousand pounds of gunpowder were used in the explo- 
sion. The spot chosen was the same which had been selected by the rebels 
for their attack when Nanking fell into their hands. The Imperialisis 
state that they lost five thousand killed and wounded in the breach, but 
for this tion there is not the slightest foundation, as on the day follow- 
ing the assault there remained no trace of a struggle. Having passed the 
wall, a rush was made forthe Tien Wang's Palace, which was ata dis- 
tance of about four miles from the breach. 

‘The palace was surrounded by a wall, about twenty-five or thirty feet 
in height, not loopholed. ‘The only difficulty experienced by the attack. 
ing party was, therefore, at the gate, and here they state their loss was 
immense. This assertion is in like manner utterly false. The gate must 
have been forced with little or no difficulty, or quietly given up, and the 
very citadel of Taipingdom was in the handgof the enemy. Many of the 
Tien Wang’s wives were found hanging on trees in various parts of the 
grounds, and was likewise found, It had been thrown into 
a small compound of garden in the rear of the Imperial apartments in 
the palace, and still remains there. The work of destruction then 
commenced. The city itself was found to be a mere desert, very thinly 
inhabited. Parti ent out to plunder in different directions. but re- 
turned without having obiained any articles of value. Hardly any rice 
was found, but the streets were in many places almost choked by the bodies 
of men who had evidently died from starvation. The Palace was gor- 
Reously fitted up, and although it was burned on the day after the capture 
of the city, there still remains sufficient proof of its magnificence. The 
Imperial seals, three in number, were found, and are now in Tseng 
Kuo-fan’s possession. One of them is of solid gold, and weighs about 
thirty pounds. 

Meanwhile the Chung Wang (the Faithful Prince), who bad escaped 
with the Tien Wang's son, was captured by some villagers a few miles 
from the city, and brought in triumph to Nanking. It is suid that when 
the Chung Wang saw that at least a portion of his party must be captured, 
he insisted on Tien Wang's son taking the pony which he was riding ~a 
pony which has attained a name for great strength and swiftness—and es- 
caping. The young Prince did so, and Chung Wang was taken prisoner. 
He is now kept rigorously guarded, but is not unkinily treated, in a cell 
within the building oceupied by Tseng Kuo-fan. He has been shaved, 
and is not ironed. He converses treely with everyone, and conceals no- 
thing with regard to the state of Nanking. He places the population at a 
very low figure, and reduces the strength of the gurrison to about eighteen 
‘or iwenty thousand men. He is at present engaged in writing a history 
of his lite. Meanwhile, he awaits his sentence from Peking. What that 
sentence will be there can be no questi Indeed, it were madness to 
allow oue so renowned asthe Chung Wang to escape. His name would 
be the signal for revolt, and myriads in all parts of the country would 

* flock around him if he raised his stondard. 

‘The capture of Nauking was disgraced by none of the sanguinary 
scenes which were anticipated. No doubt isolated looting parties were 
guilty of outrage and murder in various paris of the city, but there was 
ho systematic slaughter by the Imperialist troops as such. Tseng Kwo- 
fan is about to retura to An-king for a short time, pending the completion 
of the necessary arrangements ut Nanking; but in a few weeks he will 
return and make Nanking the centre of his government. The Kiang- 
ning. foo, or chief magistrate of the city, has already taken up his residence 
at his Yamen, and expected that within a short time the civil power 
will be fu'ly established and in working order. 

‘The object so long desired and expectad during the campaign 
against the rebels having at leugth been attained in the capture 
-of Nanking, it is but fair to inquire what advantages are likely 
to accrue to foreigners from a result to which they have con- 
tributed so materially. ‘The dismay which struck the Chinese 
Government, when on March 19th, 1853, the ancient southern 
capital of the empire fell into the hands of the insurgents, 
ecems gradually to have passed away, and the loss of the city 
to have been recognised as a fact, melancholy it is true, but, 
irremediable. Years passed by, while Hsiang Yung and Chang- 
Kuo-liang, Ho-chun, and finally, ‘Tseng-kuo fan, sat down befor 
the walls without effecting any influetcoon the growin; 
ance of the rebellion. Yet from tho mouth of April 1853 
the Imperialist forces invested Nanking, and were continually 


1eported as achieving important successes, We may, however, 















































safely assert that but for foreign interference not only would 
Nanking be still in the possession of the insurgents, but that the 
entire extent of territory embraced within the provinces of 
Keang se, Keang-su and Au-huei would also have fallen into 
their hands. Under these circumstances the claims of foreigners 
to derive some advantage from the capture of the city should 
not be passed over. As amatterof course, Nanking will be opened 
to Engiand, France, and America, under the sixth Article of the 
French Treaty of 1858, and the “favoured nation ” clauses in 
the other treaties. But we doubt that Nanking will ever prove 
valuable as a place of trade, or desirable as a residence for Euro- 
peans, The prospccts of trade are not encouraging, and even 
were Nanking the natural outlet for any description of native 
produce, the length of time which must elapse before mer- 
chants and traders will again settle in their former haunts, and 
divert business into its ancient channels, would render the 
opening of that port a doubtful advantage to foreigners. The 
prospects of trade being thus dull and discouraging, the question 
of salubrity of climate claims attention. As to this there 
is but one opinion. Situated in the centre of a marsh, 
and deficient in all the appliances used by more civilised nations 
to obviate tho disastrous effects of miasmatic exhalations, 
Nanking may fitly be described’as a hotbed of disease and 
death, ‘The English forces sent up in 1842 to enforce, if 
necessary, the conclusion of Sir Henry Pottinger’s treaty, suffered 
very severely, and “did not recover from the maladies which 
then attacked them until their retura to Hong Kong.” A 
writer in the Annales de la Propagation de la Foi, Tome xvi, 
page 293, quoted by Williams in The Middle Kingdom, draws 
the following dismal picture of the situation of foreigners at 
Nanking :— 

“This vast plain being only a marsh half drained, the 
moisture is excessive, giving rise to many strange diseases, all 
of them serious and not unfrequently mortal. The climate 
affects the natives from other provinces and Europeans. I 
have not known one of the latter who was not sick for six 
months or a year after his arrival. Every one who comes here 
must prepare himself for a tertian or quotidian. For myself, 
after suffering for two months from a malignant fever, I had ten 
attacks of a malady the Chinese here call the Sand, from the skin 
being covered with little blackish pimples resembling grains of dust. 
It is prompt and violent in its progress, and corrupts the blood 
so rapidly, that in a few minutes it stagnates and coagulates in 
the veins. ‘The best remedy the people have is to cicatrize the 
least fleshy parts of the body with a copper cash. The firat 
attack I experieuced rendered all my limbs insensiblo in two 
minutes, and I expected to die before I could receive extreme 
unction, After recovering a little, great Jassitude sucoveded.” | 

With regard to this extraordinary disease it is probable that 
what tho writer calls Sha ping, “the sand disease,” has been 
conlounded with Sha ping, a common namo for cholera. Wo 
may thus expect to find an old foe with a new face in the 
shapo of a malignant form of cholera, a prospect which 
does not add to tho pleasures of anticipation when directed 
towards Nanking. It will, therefore, be matter for cousider- 
ation whether the interesta of both natives and foreigners 
would nct be advanced by the selection of sume more suitable 
port, to take the place of Nauking, A commission has beeu 
sent up the river to report upon the state of the city, and on 
its return we shall probably be in a better position to judge 
of the advantages to be derived from forming scttlements 
there. At present, however, from the facts we have elicited, 
it would scem that [the opening of the southern capital to 
foreign trade will not prove a boon of any considerable im- 
portance, 

HANKOW. 

A correspondent’s Ietler from this place reports :—Cotton is 
being grown very abundantly in tho plains both above and be- 
low this, and the crop will be larger thau for years, if rain will 
come in about ten days. Hemp, enongh and to spare, is of fine 
quality this season. It isa pity this hemp, or properly spoak~ 
ing grass, cannot be more largely adopted in France aud Eng- 
land ; it would be such fine freightage for ships. I remember 
it was a “hope” when first I came soon after the opening of 
the port ; since then iu France it has been found very suitable 
for certain manufactures, which are, however, somewhat carefully 
hidden. 

Freights to Shanghai havo been as low as 1} taels offered, 
although it is maintained ouly 2 taels have been taken. It is 
feared the S.S.N. Company must find it unprofitable, and that 
unless the vessels are more economically worked, aud the en- 
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gincers given less latitude with tho beverages of the company 
as also with the coals, the company will find itself coming 
under that clause of its ‘deed of settlement” which provides 
for 10 per cent losses. The river is evidently overdone with 
steamers worked as now. Nanking is taken; this may do 
much for the river traffic, and cause manz drafts to be des- 
patched. Exchange has ruled in favour of steamers, treasure 
going up and down without being landed ; at rate of 24 to 3 
per cent, discount, certainly shows cheap money here. 

‘The defence rampart is progressing, and the battlements are 
giving it an imposing appearance. The United States Consul- 
General has been hero investigating the proceedings of the 
United States Consul, with whom the Chinese authorities, it 
is reported, refuse to have further communication, 

The English Consular gaol is finished; it is unfortunate as 
much cannot be said for tho levelling of the Bund. 

I should not omit to mention the efforts being made to dis- 
cover either gold or coal some fifty miles up the river from 
this. Under direction from two influential merchants here, it 
is reported a gentleman is engaged boring, and that already he 
has obtained a depth of 80 to 100 fect. It is to be hoped 

. the result may be made public. Much better coals are to be 
obtained in Hankow now than formerly, and it may be assumed 
that they will come into more general use for steamers. 


NINGPO. 

We have been requested to insert the decision given in the 
American Consular Court at Ningpo by Mr. Vice-Consul Edw. 
©. Lord, in a case brought by certain Chineso bankers against 
Robert*Rayner, Esq., a partner in the firm of J. Bohstedt 
and Co., the plaint having been laid against him as he is the 
‘only partner in that firm whose nationality was represented by 
a Consul at Ningpo. ‘he plaintiffs claimed about $47,000 
dorrowed from them by Yng-Cha-fah, lately defendant's com- 
pradore, under pretext that he had borrowed such money 
for account of his employers. An attempt was made 
to support this statement by a number of witnesses, 
but the case broke down, it being quite evident, from the 
testimony given, that Messrs, Bohstedt aud Co. never instructed 
‘or authorised the compradore to borrow money, and that they 
had no knowledge whatever of his dealings with the banks. 
Judgment was therefore given as follows + Inasmuch as the 
testimony in the case fails to show that the position and 
authority of defendant's compradore differed in any respect 
from those of compradores generally, it fullows that no action 
can be sustained against him for the debts in question, except 
on the principle that foreign houses generally are responsible 
for all debts contracted by their compradores. And as the 
‘Court does not regard this principle established either by law or 
equity, it decides that the plaintiffs have failed to sustain their 
claim against the defendant, and are therefore liable for the 
costs of the suit.” 

A correspondent of the Fried of China writes in reference 
to the French forces :— 

Recent information from Hankow informs us that the Im- 
perial soldiers aud French Contingent frequently forget that 
they are allies; the former freely showeriug missiles from the 
walls down upon the latter, who, in return, open fire with a 
coolness that is seldom displayed even against a recognised 
enemy. It is very evident that the French have a 
footing in this province which the united efforts of Chinese 
diplomacy aud foreign intrigue will not cause them to 
surrender, What with French {dockyards, French mis- 
siouaries, and a French Contingent, who receive their in- 
structions fiom the French Government, though paid by the 
Chinese, these are certaiuly not good omens for the reficctive 
mandarins to think over, but something that will teach them 
that, if they choose to employ foreiguers to do the work which 
they themselves have not the courage and ability to perform, 
they must be prepared to make any sacrifices which their em- 
ployes in the field may demand. I fancy the French are 
acting on the principle that— 

“He who fights, conquers, and toils, 
Is surely entitled to share ia the spoil 
AMOY.

had the foremast not fallen when it did she would have 
foundered. ‘Those on board say they never expected to see 
auy more of this world! She is goiug into duck and will have 
to discharge a small portion of her cargo, of which I believe 
there is not a package damaged. Her repairs will probably take 
a month to complete, when she will aga n sail for her previous 
destination, and it is to be hoped make a quick au! prosperous 
voyage, as she is a magnificent vessel. Tue Fychoo and High- 
flyer \eft Shanghai the day after the Taeping, bound to 
London, and it is expected they met with the sume blow. 

The Hamburg brig Hever is reported to hive gone down at 
her anchors in Kelung harbour (lormosa), all hauds lost with 
the exception of the captain and two men. 

There are forty-nine ships in harbour to day. The British 
brig Willie sailed for London on the 23rd inst., with 212,100 Ibs, 
Congon tea. ‘The American ship Samuel Russell is loading here 
for New York on owner's account. 


HONG KONG. 

The English mail, of 26th June, arrived out on the 5th 
August. Dates are down to the 12th. 

The following account is from the China Mail :— 

The gunboat Grasshopper has made some progress in the 
suppression of piracy in this neighbourhood by destroying a 
number of junks at anchor and suspected to be piratical. Of 
course, we shall not know the evidence upon which the lieu- 
tenant in charge of the vessel acted until the next parliamen- 
tary blue-book is issued. In the meantime, we give an account 
of the affair which has been furnished to a local contem- 

rary :— 

On ‘Thursday morning last (August 7), about ten o'clock, H. M.'s gun- 
boat Grasshopper, under the command of Lieutenant Walker, left this 
harbour under sail, getting up steam as she went, to endeavour to capture 
four pirate junks which were reported to have attacked and taken pos- 
session ofa large trading junk on the 26th ult. A Chinaman who wasa 
pasengerin the trading junk when she was captured by the pirates, and 
had managed to effect his escape, went in the gunboat to give information 
of the whereabouts of the pirates, and to identify them if seen, The 
Grasshopper proceeded to a place called Pak-sui. near Kewlan, where 
she arrived on Friday morning, and had great difficulty in ge 
the village, owing to the shallowness of the water. At this 1 
numb -r of junks were scen, some of which the Chinaman recognised as 
being tho:e which had captured the trader, and amongst them was the 
junk which they had taken, with the cannon with which the pirates opened 
fire on the gunboat immediately sne put in an appearance, Boats 
were manned, and the crew of the gunboat boarded the junk, 
whereupon the pirates fled, leaving most of their prisoners confined 
under hatches. Several of the latter, when set free, being alarmed, 
attempted also to take to flight, and mingling with the pirates some were 
killed by the shots fired at the fugitives, of whom about thirty in all fell 
killed and wounded, The decks of the trader in which the passengers 
and crew had been confined below, was found to be strewed with powder, 
the pirates evidently imagining that the gunboat would fire shell into her 
and thus blow her up. One of the crew of the trader was picked up 
mortally wounded and two found dead. One of the pirates was taken 
Prisoner and is sworn to as having been with the others during the attack 
On the trading boat on the 26th ultimo. 

The Grasshopper having taken possession of the captured trading junk 
then proceeded to Macao, where she remained till midnight on Saturday, 
when, leaving the prize in charge of the British Consul, she proceeded 
again to Paksui, where on Sunday she captured and destroyed twenty-six 
or twenty-eight piratical junks and boats, all of which were heavily armed 
and were fitted in every respect as pirates. All the guns, arms, and am- 
munition found in boats were likewise destroyed, and attention was 
directed to the village itself, which was also found to contuin a large quantity 
of arms and ammu \, besides being stocked with suyar, hides, and rice in 
immense quantities. Iv is estimated that the property in the village was 
worth not less than $200,000. No captures were made on shore, the 
pirates, of whom there were at least six hundred, having fled to the hills. 
A large quantity of empty bags were found ready to transfer cargo to, in 
order to effect sales without fear of detection. On the approach of the 
gunboat two or three of the pirate junks managed to get away ; with these 
exceptions, the whole ficet, as well as the village, were totally destroyed 
by the Grasshopper. 

It was ascertained from the liberated captives that the pirates had re- 
ceived information of the intended visit of the gunboat and that they were 
in hopes to have been able to get away before her arrival, but finding they 
were unable to do 80 they had calculated on the gunboat blowing up the 
prize. The chief of this desperate gang is named Yow.wing sing, and is 
said to have been a noted pickpocket in Hong Kong. Soine of his vessels 
are reported to have been at Haiuan about « fortnight since, and doubtless 
are the same which attacked the j s reported to-day 1 
‘These are also stated to be connected with the Purana massacre and to 
have had ahand in the Louisa piracy. The Grasshopper returned to 
Hong Kong yesterday morning, the recaptured junk being sill at Macao 
in charge of the Consul. None of the gunboat’s officers or crew have 
received the slightest wound, ‘ 3 ‘ 

‘he suppression of piracy privilege is, in our view, one 80 
liable to abuse, that the strictest vigilauco should be observed 


in examining the proofs submitted, as to tho piratical character 
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of the junks destroyed by H.M.’s gunboats.” Without casting 
any reflection upon the procedure of Lieutenant Walker, who 
was in command of the Grasshopper, we may be allowed to 
suggest to the Home Government that all Buch cases, involving 
as they do a serious destruction and loss of property, should 
be carefully reviewed, in order that Hor Majesty’s gunboats do 
not get into loose habits with regard to their chartered liberties 
of destruction in Chinese waters. 

The China Mail takes up the cudgels against a writer in 
the Standard on the rebellion who signs “Taiping.” The same 
journal al:o announces a change in the governorship. 

“We have heard that Sir Herculcs Robinson is likely to go 
to Ceylon as Governor, and that Mr. Mercer will succeed 
him in Hong Kong. Sir Hercules worked very hard the first 
two years he was here, turning his attention earnestly to busivess. 
Partly through his own ability, and partly through good luck, 
ho was able to place the Colonial revenues on a good footing 
and the annual balance-shect, when sent home, was doubtless the 
mz2ansof drawing favourable attention to his administration. Both 
our contemporary and ourselves cordially acknowledged the 
«smartness’—as our cousins would call it—of his gubernatorial 
operations during 1859-60; but no man is infallible, and Sir 
Hercules missed one good chance in delaying the sale of land 
at Kowloong, which we hear is turning out very miserably. 
Indeed, the sale of this land has been utterly blighted by the 
mistaken action of the Government in not: offering it on fair 
aud liberal terms, Should our information prove correct, we 
can only congratulate Governor Robinson on his promotion, 
which he deserves on account of the aptitude he bas shown 
for gotting up new subjects and addressing himself to fresh 
duties. 

“Were the matter one of private feeling, Mr. Mercer might 
command the suffrages of the whole community, but the case 
must be viewed on public grounds. For a few years—tbe 
fewe: the better—we might be content to sec Mr. Mercer at 
tho head of affairs, so that he might be ab'e to retire to Eugland 
with eclaé altor a long aud oreditable service here; but, beyond 
question, we want new blood in the local administration—a new 
man, in fact, who will work hard in originating and carrying 
out plans for the good of the colony, not merely a man who can 
more through the traditional and porfunctory duties of the 
office with grace aud courtesy.” 

The following records the progress of tho new bank :— 

“ With reference to the progress of the new banking com- 
pany at present in course of formation, we learn that matters 
have become so far advanced that a committee drafted from the 
provisional committee are engaged in receiving applications 
for tho three principal appointments in the establishment, viz., 
@ manager, @ secretary, and an accountant, For tho first of 
those offices we hear that agentleman well known and respected 
as a bank manager in this colony is likely to be proposed ; and 
if the duration of his serviccs in his preseut situation should 
not interfere with his acceptance of the high terws likely to be 
offered him, the probability is that he will receivo the appoint- 
ment at ouce, 

“ With regard to the accountantship, we cannot sce that 
any one unacquainted with such duties iv a bank can possibly 
de chosen for such an important post ; and as for the secrotary- 
ship, we have heard that a gentleman not wholly unconnected 
with the army is likcly to be first favourite for this post, al- 
though it is well cnough known that many others have astrong 
predilection for the office, some of them, doubtiess, well quali- 
fied, others hoping to come in first in the race owing to what 
they consider to be incontestible influence in their favour, We 
can only hope that in this, the first of our independent local 
banks, the best man will get the first place.” 

The cargo from the Couluakyle, from London, has been very 
much damaged, and it is reported that as much as one-third 
of it has becn condemned to the auctioncer’s hammer. We 
hear that Mr. W. H. Fittock, Vice-Consul at Cauton, bas been 
removed to Ningpo as Acting Consul. We are glad to find that, 
by the London Gaxte of yesterday, he is aynounced as full Con- 
sul, Our readers may remember that some three years siuce we 
pointed out the injustice of sppoiating suinc juniors as Consuls 
wuue DIF. fittock was left out, 

Tho British barqne va, sold by auction, was knocked down 
to Captain Farr for $12,600. 

‘The British schooner Salamande arrived in Amoy with the 
crews of the Hamburg brig Zever and the Dutch brig Johanna 
Fredericka, both vessels having been totally lost at Keelung 
on the night of the 12th July. ‘The mate and five of the 
crew of the Hever were washed overboard and drowned, 








- SIAM. 

We have much pleasure in acknowledging the frat copy of 
the Siam Times, and we trust it will continue to reach us regu- 
larly, We have hitherto found great difficulty in procuring the 
current items of news from Siam. 

From the Siam Times we gather that the Jorcha which was 
supposed, and with good reasov, to bave gone on a piratical 
excursion was called Ale Margupi, and that the master’s 
name was James Hopkins; Thomas W. Webb being 
sailing-master, and tho crew consisting of ten Chinese. Hopkins: 
seems to have met with the fate he intended for others. Our 
contemporary gives the facts of the case as follows :— 

Previous to the lorcha sailing from Bangkok, the master bad.contracted: 
several large debis here, and suspicion being aroused, that the lorcha was 
out on a piratical expedition, the creditors became anxious regarding their 
money; warrants were accordingly iscued for his apprehension, and Capt. 
Bush was entrusted with their execution, besides, having authority to- 
arrest him on the criminal charge, if he found sufficient existing grounds 
to justify his doing so. That Hopkins was prepared to fizht may be 
gaihcred from the fact of his having taken two guna from Paknam, be- 
Tonging to the schconer Water Lily, the property of Captain Bush, and 
concerning their disposition, he thus wrote under date 18th April, 1864: 
—The two guns I took from Paknam I have in my possession, on board: 
my vessel, lorcha Ale Margupi, where I intend to keep them, and they 
shall remain, as | brought them ou board mysclf for use, and not to look. 
at, but to do execution, if requisite. ‘They are, I can assure you, in good. 
working order, both being fixed on pivote abaft my mainmast, &c ;"" and 
in another paragraph lie deties Joha Bush to take his vessel.” ‘These pre 

arations for fighting and defiances clearly prove his intentions on leaving 
ngkok were far from honourable, and this opinion is further upheld by 
the statement of one Siaboo, who tonk a letter from the Acting Consul 
(British) to the Governor of Mung Kraat, concerning Hoj:-kins’ debt to- 
Siaboo, with instructionsto apprehend him ; this the Governor could not 
do without an order from H. E., the Prac klang. Minister of Foreign 
Al Hopkins was sent for, and the tenor of the letter being expfained, 
he pulled out his revolver, pointed it at thz Governor, who was frighteued, 
and concluded his menaces by declaring he did noi care for the Cunsul. 
On his return to the lorcha, Siaboo saw Hopkins break a Chinaman's arm, 
d strike Webb, his sailing-master, on the face. It must be evident th 
language and acts we have mentisned do not seem to infer that Hopki 
atall inclined to be either an honest man regarding his past transactions. 
or future proceedings, aud though a cruel death has prevented the ends- 
of justice being met, it would be charitable to wish he had been less severely 
dealt with. 





























JAVA AND NETHERLANDS INDIA, 

Dates from Batavia are to the 14th August. 

Tho British schooner Japonica, Capt. Lindsay, which left 
Macassar on the 30th July last, bound to Macao, with a cargo 
of tripang, green peas, rattans, hides and ebony, valucd at 
140,000f,, on the morning of the 31st, struck on a reef to the 
east of Pulo Dewaken. The vessel speedily became Icaky, and 
it was feared would be a total wreck. A gunboat was despatched 
from Macassar to protect the property. 

Banca.—On the 13th June.a barque struck on the reef 
south of Lepar straits and stretching in a south-easterly direc- 
tion from Tandjong Roe towards that island in the vicinity of the 
wreck of the Belgian brig Charles Henri Stow lost thore last year, 
‘The barque was the Jsle 0” Vay of London, 392 tons, Gray, 
master. Nothing was found in her but stone ballast, a few 
water-casks, and some provisions eynsisting of a few bar- 
rels of flour, bread and beef. No ship's papers nor instru- 
ments were found. ‘The crew scems to have left the ship in 
some haste and to have gone on board of one of the three 
ships sailing iu the neighbourhood and which were seen on- 
the morning of the 14th by some Lepar men. ‘The barque 
seems to be strongly built, for after five days knocking about 
in the surf, no leak was found in her when the administrator 
of Toboali went on board, so that it is hoped, that with some 
little pains, she may still be saved. 





MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates thence are to the 20th August. The London mail of 
the 11th July arrived out on the 11th August; aud tho mail 
of tho 16th July ou the 20th August, 

Mr. Whampoa has been appointed Vice-Consul for Russia 
at Singapore, and Mr. Ferdinand yon der Heyde Vice-Consul 
for the Free and Hanse towns, Lubeck, Bremen, and Ham- 
burg. Mr. C. B, Piunket has been appointed Deputy-Coroner 
of Prince of Wales’ Island, 

A case of disobedience of the lawful commands of the 
master of the British barque Joadel Manaan, against the chief 
mate of the said vessel, was investigated by the Marine Ma- 
gistrate on the 16th August. After a lengtlened investigation 
which occupicd the Court over seven hours, hi Wey 
sentenced the defendant to three weeks’ imprisonmer’ 4 “eT 
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‘A coffee and reading room has been opened at Fort Canning, 
under the sanction of Brigadier de Sausmarez, for the men be- 
longing to Nos. 4 and 6 batteries, 17th Brigade, Royal Artillery. 
The Brigadier stated on the opening night—“ About four years 
ago, while he was in command of a garrison with five times 
the number of men, a great deal of petty crime was daily com- 
mitted, where he and three other officers, in considering what 
steps should be taken to employ the leisure hours of the men, 
became convinced that a reading-room would best suit the pur- 
pose. The place he alluded to was Hong Kong. A reading 
room was opened there, and both they and the men themselves 
came to sce the salutary effects of such an institution—crimes 
were rarely committed, and there were fewer courts martial.” 

‘Thomas Smith, the flag-staff keeper at Mount Faber, was 
0 severely assaulted and wounded by Emerico de Souza on the 
night of the 13th July that he subsequently expired. ‘The 
delinquent had been sentenced to a fine of 400 rs., which was 


‘Tho Administration Report for the past official year has 
appeared, whence it appears that the revenue from purely local 
sources, and excluding such receipts as those from the Post- 
office, and others which properly belong to other settlements, 
is £191,909. ‘This excecds by very nearly £20,000 the reevipts 
of any previous year, and is brought about by the Stamp ‘Tax, 
and au improvement in the returns of the excise farms. 
Under ordinary circumstances, there would have been o 
surplus of £25,000, but the military expenditure, which 
in previous years has avcraged about £50,000, last year rose to 
£81,000, and as the whole, under prescnt arrangements, is 
charged against the settlement, the result is a deficit of £5,000, 
“ How the cost of the military has so far increased in this past 
year (remarks the Straits Times) it is impossible for any oue 
except thoso connected with the Madras Government, from 
whoin our troops are derived, to make out, It almost secnis as 
if the Indian Government now, when they are about to lose 
us, have resolved to take the most they possibly can out of our 
improved resources.”

f On the 8th August, as the barque Aarengo was moving out 
of the harbour, with the intention of procceding to sea, she 
came into collision with the Nonpareil, which had been lying 
astern of her. The Novpareil’s anchors huving started, both 
vessels Oxiftod with the tide upon the Swedish barque Fredrik, 
The Marengo, wing her sails set and anchors off the ground, was 
enabled toget clear Ye~. quickly, butthe Vonpareil andthe Fredrik 





were entangled by their chains and could not easily extricate 
themselves. Some damage was done to the Fredrik by the 
collision, in consequence of which the captain of the Fredrik 
brought an action agaiust the Aarengo for damages done to. 
his ship. The caso was tried before the Recorder, who decided: 
that the Marengo was primarily the cause of the Nonpareil’ 
coming into collision with the Fredrik, and found her liable in 
damages to the Fredrik, to the extent of $107, with $50 of. 
costs. 

On the 7th August a fire broke out in Victoria Estate, which 
destroyed the building containing the rum distillery, thougl 
most of the rum casks were saved. The distilling apparatus 
was nevertheless seriously injured. The exertions of the mana~ 
ger, ubly seconded by the police, saved the entire works from 
being consumed. 





Tue mishap to the Persian Gulf susmarine cable, between 
Cape Monzo and Guadur, hus been followed by the parting of 
the wire between the latter place and Mussendom ; and the 
land line is reported not to be in good order, The Amberwitch 
was on the spot, but in consequence of the roughuess of the 
weather she had been unable to execute the repairs. 

Tuere has been another sanguinary affray among the Chinese 
coolies at Bombay. It took place at Elephanta, when in the 
most barbarous manner they murdered one of their own people, 
and set the few Europeans who were ov the island at defiance. 
Subsequently a detachment of the Tanna police, under Major 
Henderson, arrived on the scene, and in the most gallant man- 
ner seized upon the persons of the ringleaders and conveyed 
them to Tanua.

CAPLURE OF NANKING. 
(THE TIMES.) 

“ Nanking has been captured by the Imperialists.”. Such was the brief 
and simple mestage which gave us first to know that the head of the Ming 
dragon, rival to the orthodox dragon Manchoo, has at length been cut off, 
We have full details of the event in the advices which we publish to-day, 
‘The important fact, however, is that the Taipings have lost their capital. 
It was only the possession of Nanking which lent them the semblance 
of a public cause, Without it they bad been as any other horde of rob- 
bers. But there was something impressive to a Chinese mind, and even 
to some European minds, in the acts of a Government which could date 
its edicts from Nanking. Fourteen hundsed years ago, when Peking was 
unbuilt, and its site was a desert, Nanking was a province of palaces, 
where men swarmed like ants upon the earth, and pagodas, which were 
wonders cf the world, rose unto the skies. For a thousand years, and amid 
the contentions of successive dynasties, all falling and rising in violence, 
this immense city was for the most part in name, but always in reality, the 
metropolis of the empire. It had been the capital of the Ming dynasty, 
and however vain might have becn the pretence, yet the chicls of a great 
army who called themselves Kings, who proclaimed to the world that their 
object was to overthrow a foreign race of Princes and to re-establish a 
purely Chinese rule, and who had been for ten years in possession of this 
ancient capital, had some specicus claim of right to distinguish them from 
robbers upon the inlund waters and pirates on the seas. Now this shred of 
respectability is gone. Nanking has been restored to the Imperial rule. 
‘The Taipings seem to have been utterly dispersed, The bulk of them 
will probably shave their heads and tic on false tails of silk and hair, and 
cither seck a subsistence in the Imperial ranks, or spread themselves west- 
ward, where they will meet with no foreign officers and well-drilled Im- 

rialist eoldlers. In an over-peopled country and under @ corrupt

Asto the manner in which this result has been brought about the best 
account yet received will be found in a very interesting report which we 
publish ‘elsewhere, The capture has been evidently the effect of the 
moral influence of General Brown's direct and indirect assistance. Our 
General seems to have taken up the Imperial cause with great zeal, and 
to have continued his aid afier all hope Rad passed away that Europea 
would be permitted to direct the consequences or mitigate the cllects of 
Amperial successes, When Caplain Sherard Osborn appeared in the 
Chinese waters with his flotlla the dread produced was so great that the 
Taiping chiefs at once prepared to make their submission, When this 
Alvet disappeared they seem to have taken heart again, But Colonel 
Gordon's continued succeses soon deprived them of all hope, and 
spread a betief among their tollowers that their case was desperate. Even 
in this last. storm Colonel Gordon, at General Browu’s instauce, 
presided in the councils of the [mnperialists, although he did uot 
formally command; and, as he pushed his reconnaisance to within fifiy 
yards of the Taiping defences, he must have advanced far within the walls 
‘Of the ancient eity, and even within the more contracted lines of defence 
‘of the modern town. All recent accounts have toid us that the condizion 
of the insurgents has’ been for some years wretched evcn beyond the

King” has sometimes been doubted, but is posisively 
that he poised himself to avoid failing into the hank of 
who would have had litte respeet for hi and that his body h 
been found, this disputed point is now satisiactorily cleared up, Chung 
Wang, the resolute and able Taiping general, who is already known to 
Europe, not only by bis defence of Soochow but also by acts of modera- 
tion, and even more than moderation, towards his European and American 
mereenaries, Was supposed at Hong Kong to have eluded or to have cut 
his way through the besieging army wsth 2,000 of his followers. ‘This, 
however, proves to have been a mistake, for he is undoubtedly a prisoner 
in the hands of the Imperialists, ‘This Chung Wang is the only man 
whom the Taiping movement has produced on the rebel side who gave 
any proof of miitury talent, or any sign of having learnt the prudence of 
moderation in the conduct of war. “We hope that whatever ** Peking ” 
may cevide his life will be saved. 
What the cost of human lie has been on this oreasion we cannot yet 
calculate, It is plain that no merey was extended, and, although the 
dreacherous decils at Souchow must have acted as a waraing to the Euro- 
pean ollicers, the account of the Enropean eye-witnesses makes it evident 
that the carnage was very Iisa coincidence that just 900 years 
ago. an Emperor of China, Tai Tsou, the fist of the Song had 
Desieged and reduced to famine this sime city, which, according to the 
Chinese historians, coutained at that period four millions of people. The 
Enipero,, we are told by Du Halde, foresecing tie carnage which must 
jnfallitly follow upon the eaptura, feigned to be sick. His gencrals and 
oflizers of State were alarmed, and surrounding tke bed of the Prince 
suggested, each accordins to his own notions, the remedy best to be 
adopted, The remedy,” said the Emyeror, depends only 
upon you. Swear to ime that you will ‘not shed a drop of 
Chinese blood when you enter Nanking, and {shall be cured.” 
The chiefs of the ary took the oath, aud kept it so far that “very 
few” of the inhabitants were killed. ‘The Emperor sent a hundred 
thousand measures of rice to the famished wretches. 3 said to have 
happened in the year 954. and it is cisappointinz to find that the precedent 
of ancient date, although dowstles: well remembered, was Tost upon tt 
Chinese leaders of to-day. ‘They h. d not, indeed, the full epportuniities for 
carnage which the merciful conqueror of early times and d 
‘we tour millions of which the Ciinese traditions boast have le 
dwindled down to some 200,000 souls; the ancient wal's, of w 
was said that if two horsemen parsed out at the same gate, and role 
all day round them in oppo-ite directions, it would be n'ght before 
they would meet, have for centuries been ouly mounds and ruins; 
the city just captured had shrunk up into a corser of that great 
marshy’ plain which was once covered with yamuns and palaces 
aud Courts of Justice and offices of State, as well as with the haitstions 
of the satin weavers and the warehouses of commerce. Even the great 
porcelain tower itself, which was the toil of a generation of builds:s and 
artists, had decayed toa rain, and had failen under the barbarous bands of 
the Taipings. ‘The contrast beiween what we hear of Nanking as itis 
when torn from the Taipings, and what we read of it in its days of gran- 
deur is a striking lesson of the desolation which civil war and bad govern. 
ment may bring upon the cities of an industrions people, and even upon a 
land teeming with the elements of wealth and plenty. fanking as 
it stood in our day was to the Taipins, J. and its loss is the loss of 
the last symbol of a political cause under which they might attempt to 
disguise mere robbery and murder. 
Here all aid of ours to the Imperialist rule ought surely to end. It 
may be doultful whether we have not already done too much, The 
Government of Peking are our very good friends, but it docs happen that 
the manifestation of their friendship is sometimes in an inverse proportion 
to their strength and prosperity. It would be a pity to accumuiate upon 
them too great a burden of gratitude. When the Taipings threatened 
the actual destruction of all government in China, and seemed about to 
spread anarchy over the provinces with which we trade, it was 
our right and our duty towards ourselves to throw our influence, 
and so far as was necessary to our own interests even our por into 
the seale against them. We pertiuaciously advocated that policy thea, 
and under similar circumstances we should do so again. It is still our 
interest to protect our trading establishments against them or any other

Important despatches have been received at St. Petersburg 
from Siberia with regard to the movement that commenced. 
some months ago among the Mahomedan inhabitants of 
Western China, called the Dunganes, and which has now as- 
sumed the dimersions of an insurrection. According to the 
latest accounts from Senupalatinsk, these fanatics are greatly 
extending their influence, and making every day proselytes and 
supporters, especially in Kashgar. ‘The Governor of the Pro- 
vince of Ilu, in West China, appears not to have a sufficient 
military force at his disposal to enable him to crush the in- 
surrection, though there are people who accuse him of supine- 
ness, aud others who even go so far as to assert that he is 
secretly in league with the rebels, and does all in his powes to 
favour their exertions without publicly compromising himself. 
Reports were current that innumerable hordes of the ferocious 
Dunganes had already taken possession of the cities of Yarkand 
and Aksa, and were beleaguering Kashgar. Certain it is that 
all communication with the above-named Province of Ili was 
cut off, and the roads leading to the other provinces blocked 
up. Some Chinese reinforcements that had been sent against 
the Dunganes from Turpan and Kuldsha were defeated and 
fled ingloriously. One of the principal leaders of the Dun- 
gaves—namme not given, but only mentioned as a Hadji—was 
erdeaveuring at Kashgar to centralise the movement and or- 
ganise an armed force. 

The Russian Mixing Journal gives an interesting description 
of a large bed of auriferous sand lately dis:overed at the eastern 
end of the mountainous district near Nertschinsk on the Amoor, 
It is situated at the confluenc2 of the 'I'cherny Urjum with 
the Bjely Urjum, which, combined, are called the ‘Ichernaya, 
The sand is described as exceedingly rich, but the quantity of 
grains extracted is variable and their size nneven. This bed 
of auriferous sand is forty-four fathoms wide and ‘about six, 
in depth. According to an estimate made by the director of 
| the Siberian mines, the quantity of pure gold that it is calcu. 
lated to contain is equal to 800 poods or 32,000 lbs. It is 
now being worked on account of the Russian Government. 
‘Ihe quantity of gold obtained in 1863 by private individuals 
in the beds of the rivers in Kast Siberia was 3,983 lbs. 

Cotton from Bukhara has been sciling this year at the great 
fair of Nijnynovgorod at from 22 to 28 roubles per pood. 
Last year the same production fetched only 143 roubles.

‘THE CAPTURE OF NANKING. 

Ix our last issue we reported, through the Siberian telegraph 
from China, by way of St. Petersburg, that Nauking, the head 
stronghold of the ‘Taipings, had fallen, By the present mail 
from Shanghai, we are in receipt of the details of that impor- 
tant capture, with the information that the Trey Waxe, the 
Cxoxe Waxe, aud other rebel chiefs, were within its walls 








during the siege, We Icarn, also, that Huno-sty-1s1ven 
the originator of this gigantic politico-religious mov 





ment, committed suicide, in order that be should escape the 
tortures p:epared for him by the “Imps,” but before that 
consummation he, like a second “ Blue Beard,” hung up all his 
wives, so that the captors found them dangling by their necks 
from the trees in the Yamun, a holocaust to the remains of 
the defunct Emperor of the “Heavenly Kingdom of Great 
Peace.” Leguiescat in pace! say we. Let us not crow over 
these deluded people in their day of punishment. Suffice it to 
say that all lovers of law and order in China will rejoices 
this last, aud we hope final, blow to the monster of ‘Taiping- 
dom. Even those foreigners who sympathiscd with the move- 
ment from a belicf that it foreshadowed a path through the 
yale of Cinistianity to the regeneration of the heathen in that 
immeneely-peopled empire, will now sce that in looking for 
support to their missions by espousing the cause, they were 
leaning upon a broken recd. As to those renegade traders and 
adventurers who espoused the cause from motives of pure self 
aggrandisement, at the cost of honour and legitimate trade, we 
have no doubt that they will suffer sufficiently in character and 
pocket to give them a lesson that the old adage, * Honesty is 
the best policy,” would have becn a safer game to follow than 
the risks attendi:g contraband traffic. The honourable mer- 
chant, who discountenanced this kind of commerce with the 
Taipings, will now see the advantages that will accrue to the 
prosperity of the country, through which he derives a profitable 
import and export trade, by the extinction of this rebeilion in 
the provinces ou the Yang-isze Kiang. It may be some years 
before the native trafic recovers its former position, but once 
it does in the centres of population at Soochow, Chit-kiang, 
aud Nanking, there will be no limit to the trade in that part 
of China. 














In,tho details of the capture, we are glad to sco that there ! 


was less than usual of the atrocitics committed by the con- 
querors in carrying out the sangninary system of Chinese war- 
fare. Doubtless this may be attributed to the influence of 
General Brown and Colonel Gorvoy over tie councils of the 
mandarins in command of the imperial army before Nanking. 
Although the latter-named gallant officer had retived from the 
Chinese service, still he appears to Lave been the directing 
spirit of the capture. From his special rank as a colonel in 
the Royal Enginecrs, he was eminently qualified ‘9 direct the 
operations of the Imperialist foree; aud had he bes in a 
position to do so before, there is no doubt that the city Weald 
have been captured years ago. Fiom its extensive lines o: 
circumvallation, it was almost impossible to invest the city 
with less than two or three hundred thousand men—a force 
which, with the requirements els.where, could not be brought 











with an army varying from 60,000 to 80,000 men, and a flotilla 
averaging 300 Chinese gunboats. Here the forces remained iu 
position for nzarly three years, only attacking the gates of the 
city at long intervals; while the Taiping garrison made sorties 
upon the besiegers from time to time, without any decided 
advantage on either side. But the capture of Soochow and 
other strongholds, with the dispersion of the greater part of 
the rebel army and the seizure of prisoncrs, weakened the re- 
s-uices of the fighting menat Nauking, while the Imperialists were 
enabled to brig reinforcements to the camp on the west of the 
city, and stop the communication of supplics on its southern 
and eastern flank. Hence the garrison had no external com- 
munication but by the river, and that was watched by the 
flotilia, Under these circumstances the attack was made at 
the east gate of the city, after a breach had been made in the 
outer wall by a mine containing 60,000 lbs. of gunpowder, 
opening up 120 fect of wall to the invading foree. In another 
portion of our columns the details will be found. From these 
it will appear that the garrison made a gallant resistance ; es- 
pecially when we take into consideration their weakene1 condi- 
tion. So that, on the whole, the capture of Nanking was, after 
all, but an ordinary affair in the annals of this Taiping rebel- 
lion, There were many more deadly struggles between the 
belligerents at the capture of smaller citics, and when they en~ 
countered the British troops near Shanghai. Consequently, 
without detracting from the skill of Colonel Gorvon in direct- 
ing the reconnaissances and engineering tactics, or the bravery 
of the disciplined Chinese in the assault, the reduction of the 
ancient southern capital of China and the last stronghold of 
the Taipings dues not figure pre-emincntly as a military success 
in the final campaign. 

On the other hand, if we look upon this victory in a moral 
point of view, it is the greatest that has occurred. Here fell 
the originator of the movement by his own hand, while his 
brave coadjutor, Cuuxa Wane, aud no less able chicf in the 
political part, the Kan Wane, were taken prisoners. In thus 
capturing these men the Imperialists have secured within 
their power the mainstay of all that is left of the rebel- 
lion; and as their fate may be easily supposed to be 
deeapitation, if not worse, their death, added to that 
of the ‘Ltrx Wana, will end the history of ‘Taipingdom. Fifteen 
years have elapsed since this upas tree was first planted in 
the Southern provinces of China, aud sent its baneful influence 
into the central and northern districts. For twelve years it 
grew apace so rapidly that it attained a climax which 
threatencd the dismemberment of the empire, Had its leaders 
ned their rapine and warfare to the interior, where 
ners have comparatively small influence, It is just pos- 
sible that it would still be revelling in its strength. But 
these chicfs, in their unweening confidence, in the fanaticism 
of their followers, deemed themselves invulnerable against 
their countrymen, aud able to dare the foreigners on the 
seaboard, In doing this they shipwrecked thew cause, aud 
bronght the movement to a rapid close. Not more than three 
years sufficed to crush the rebellion, when attacked by the 
prowess and military appliances of Western nations. In 
186| it reached its culminating point at Shanghai, threatening 
to destroy that great foreign commercial euporium ; aud in 
1864 the last remnant of its power has been destroyed at 
Nanking. Thus we may cousider that the ‘Taiping monster 
has been crushed by British skill aud valour ; so that peace 
and prosperity may return to the desolated homes of the in- 
dusttious aud suffering children of Han, 
























THE FRENCH IN COCHIN-CHINA. 

Tue new treaty made by M. Acpaner, and of which the 
particulars ouly reached the French Goveriinent the other day, 
hes given rise to some sharp words in Paris, In the first place, 
there is a waut of trustworthy information on the subject— 
a common cause of all ill-feeling in political matters, in France 
and elsewhere. One party declares that M. Avnarer has ceded 
the whole of the provinces obtained by Fiance in exchange 
for a general protectorate over the kingdom of Annam, and 
that the affair is thus settled ; while avother declares that such 
is the tenor of M, AUBARET'S arrangement, but the Govern- 








ment here, in Paris, has repudiated this act of its diplematic 





fernt, ‘The Ministerialists explain the matter in another 
bahar ‘hough the terms of their statumcent are as vague as 
usual, We are +Jined to think {hat their version is the true 
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one ; namely, that M. Auparet has negotiated a treaty upon 
the basis of general instructions given him by his Govern- 
ment, but that he was necessarily compelled to depend upon 
his own judgment as regarded the details, and that what he 
has done requires to be confirmed by the Imperial fiat. There 
is good reason to believe that this is the true state of the case, 
for M. Auparer does not hold the rank of Ambassador 
or, Minister Plenipotentiary, but only of Euvoy Extra- 
ordinary; and therefore it would be in accordance 
with ordinary usage tiat he should only have been autho- 
rised to negotiate the terms of a convention to be 
afterwards approved or modified by his Government.  Be- 
sides, the probability is that delay would be favourable 
rather thau otherwise to French views, and the Aunamites are 
not ina position to take advantage of it on their own account. 
Contradictory stories have been seut home from Saigon, but 
that is a policy to which the world is no stranger. 

The feeling in France against the Cochin-Chinese business 
is “remarkably strong: the views of the French do not extend 
to the Far East. In this the people are behind the Govern- 
ment in policy, the great mass of the former being ready 
to applaud almost any incursion on European grounds, 
but averse to distant expeditions, no matter with what 
object; while the Government is desirous of extending 
its power in the East, and of following Great Britain in its com- 
mercial crusades. ‘That the Imperial Government has achieved 
something considerable in this way, there can be no question 
France is better known now thau she ever was in the Indian 
and China seas, and her manufactures and commerce have reaped 
some, aud wil probably reap much greater benefits from the 
extension of her influence, provided that her efforts be uot 
rendered futile, as they have so often been before, by the substitu- 
tion of naval and military domination for commercial enterprise. 
‘The desire of the Emrrron to push his power in the Kast is 
exhibited upon all occasions, aud at the present moment the 
Ministerial organs are occupied in informing the public how 
rapidly French influence is growing in China proper. We are 
told that the Franco-Chinese force is about to be increased, and 
that before long not only the Taipings, but all otlicr rebels, will 
be crushed beneath the strong arm of Imperial China led by 
Imperial France, 
to be found in our Ningpo summary of news, 

With respect to Chiua as well as Cochin-China, it is well to 
record the assertion of the Constituionnel that—“ The Tmperial 
“ Government knows how to extend and inercase the legitimate 
“influence of France, and to protect all her inter. sts.” ‘There 
is no doubt that if French merchants and French manufac- 
turers knew how to push commerce and colonisation as well as 
those of England, the Government of Louis Naroteon would 
afford them magnificent opportunities, 

Since the above was written it las been rumoured that the 
concessions proposed by M. Avbaner are to cost the Annaiites 
four unliions sterling. The Presse says on the general sub- 
ject :—" We look upon long expeditions as a fault, aud we 
“ thiuk that whea a mistake has becn committed the wisest 
“ thing is tu currect it as soon as possible. Between the cost of 
“immense establishments and inevitable embarrassments in 
“ future aud the treaty of M. Avbaret, it appears to us there 
“can be no reason to hesitate.” And this view is partaken 
of bya great many. ‘The Goverment, when it went to Saigon, 
made a most specific deckiration against any territorial acqui- 
sition ; it forgot its promise to its own peuple, and it is now 
suffering ivevitable consequences. 


























THE MISSIONARY CAUSE AT PEKING. 

The following letter from the Rev. Joseph Edkins, dated

Everything is peaceful here, and foreign residents come and go without 
exciting much remark among the Chinese population. Occasional 
Tumcurs of an intended rising against the European residents deserve and 
receive little altention. ‘he native Roman Catholies have made them- 
selves famous by transmitting or originating these rumours. It is sup- 
posed that they wish, by so doing, to induce the French to send a force 
for the detence of the Catholic religion and priesthood. 

Peking is a great gathering-place for the literati, who take all the 
higher degrees after examination here. ‘Ihe Emperor is the literary as 
well as pusttical and sacrificial head of the nation, He summons the 
scholars of the nation to his presence, and rewards them after trial. What 
at home are university honours are here Imperial honours, ‘This is true 
4o far that many a scholar bases his intention to be loyal to the existing 
Government, on the fact that he is under obligations to it for the bestowal 
of the Jiterary titles which he wears. A few days since [ was visiting the 
Confucian temple, un old establishment, dating from the Mongol dynast, 
five centuries ago.

On other days the operator 
visits families in any part of the Chinese ot Tartar city, to practise for bis 
own advantage. Not having glass tubes to carry the lymph, he takes a 
boy with him in his cart, whom he pays for the purpose. Bexgar-boys 
are enticed to submit to the operation, consenting to it only on receiving 
aconsiderable bribe. ‘They are afterwards, on a suitable day, conveyed 
to the residences of the noble and rich, in order that the lymph may be 
transferred from their arins to children bora in a more happy position of 
life.

still busies himself about what is going on in those far off oceans 
of which Freuchmen never talked and rarely ever thought of 
ten years since. Now everything connected with China and 
Japan has a special interest to political and commercial ears. 
With the late announcements by telegraph came many peivate 
letters from the Far Kast, all full of comments concerning the 
intentions of the English in Japan ; some portions of these have 
ouzed out, aud the tenor of them seems to be pretty much as 
follows. ‘That very grave events are in preparation, that Sir 
Rutherford Alcock has now some 400 troops at his command, 
with a sinall siege train ; that reinforcements are expecte'l, and 
that the attack on the works in the Straits of Simono-Saki 
will probably have taken place before the departure of the next 
homeward bound mail. There is not very much in all this that 
will Le new to your readers, It is not the text but the com- 
meut in this case which is of value. It is said iv Paris that 
probably, by this time, the English are masters of the Strait 
of Simono-Saki, “which will lay all Japan at their feet.” At 
the same time it is asserted that the Tycoon has determined to 
remain entirely neuter because he wiil not place hiusclé in 
hostility with the English. ‘The occupation of the Strait of 
Simono-Saki, say certain French critics, will be immediately 
followed by that of Kanagawa and the two other most import- 
aut strategetical powuts, ‘The Euglish, they say, have therefore 
arrived at what thcy have been so long working for, namely, the 
possession of Japan, which is capable of feeding sv largely their 
commerce and industry ; and one writer kindiy informs us 
that :—“If the representative of England at Yeo is to be be- 
lieved, they will create a trade of two-hundred miilions per 
annum within three years.” If the prophet speaketh in stex- 
ling the prospect is magnificent, and if in fuancs, not bad, All 
this sounds very fine, and to read it one would suppose that the 
success and domination of England in Japan were dead certain- 
ties, while France stands quietly by with folded arms utterly 
unconcerned in the matter. This is possibly not quite the 
precise state of affairs, and if things do not take exactly the 
vourse predicted probably nobody will bo less surprised than 
the prophet who foretells them with such confidence avd who 
luoks into the future with such a piercing eye.

CHEQUES AND A CLEARING-HOUSE FOR PARIS. 

Few things seem so strange to an English man of business 
-as the system of paying, as it were, over the counter, common 
to even great establishments in Paris and other continental 
towns. You have a draft on a merchant or wholesale house, 
and you aro astonished to see a huge iron chest open within a 
wirework cage that looks almost like a railway-ticket oflice, 
‘and the cashier takes out a heap of notes and gold and hands 
you over the amount. In the same way you go to a public 
.offico for an account due to you, and after being wearied to 
death by the interminable forms which have to be gone 
through, and having to wait at the end of a guexe of people, 
who seem to have nothing on carth to do but to wait, first at 
one pigeon-hole window and then at another, till you get a 
clerk's signature, a superintendent’s initials, an inspector's tick, 
the sub.cishicr’s note, the cashior’s initials on that, or what 
not, according to the nature of the affair, or the office with 
which you have to do—you are agreeably surprised to find that 
cat last you really get your moncy itself and not a cheque on a 
banker, entailing tae waste of the rest of your morning. There 
is a good side to almost everything, and this is the bright spot 
in the most complicated, wearying, and extravagant system that 
ever was invented to multiply officials and keep down the 
growth of commerce. 7" 

But France, or at least Paris, is beginning—indecd, has 
fairly bequn—to study and to imitate, more or less exactly, 
tho English system of economising time and increasing business, 
She, like all the world, has adopted our postage stamps; and 
after afew years’ practice in cutting them off with scissors 
singly, and neatly nipping oft the corners, just to pass away 
the time, she has pierced the shcets, and now tears them off 
like a Christian. She has adopted our town telegraph system, 
and now you may send a message from one end of Paris to 
‘another for half-a-frane, France and Italy have given the 
whole world the go-bye in the matter of international post- 
office orders, which must be adopted between all nations be- 
fore long; and, lastly, Paris is now gradually adopting our 
-general banking system, 

For some time past several banking and nancial companies 
have opened accounts current and furnished their customers 
with cheque books—or rather with a book of reevipt forms-- 
and a good many commercial houses have alopted the systera, 
If, however, one of these receipts is given to one of the un- 
initiated in the cheque system, he will turn and twist it about 
and generally conclude with the inquiry whether he can ¢ouck 
the amount off hand—the habit, you must understand, of most 
small tradesmen, and even of many others, in Paris, being to 
give you a uote of hand payable at the “end of the mouth,” 
and you may meet with scraps of paper of this kind for all 
amounts down to a few francs passing from hand to hand with- 
out endorsement or any kind of formality. 

The cheque system, however, obtained the sanction of the 
Legislature during the last session and is now comin; 
into practice, The form in use is that of a draft at 
it may be payable to bearer, to any given person or to order ; 
Dut if crosse.! they are tken payable only to a banker, au agent 
de charge (stockbroker), notary, or any other person or firm 
known to the banker as a responsible party. 

But it is clearly seen by men of business that without a 
regularly organised system it will take many years to render

With this conviction M. P. J, Coullet, one of the directors of 
the Messagerics Imperiales, has just issucd a drockure explaining 
in detail the whole method of clearing in London both as 
regards the London and country banks, and stating what 
modifications will, in his opinion, be necessary to fit it to 
the wauts and circumstances of the commercial and financial 
world of Paris. There are some differences which must be 
taken into account; oue very important one being the greater 






































point M. Coullet says :— 

“Let us remember that in London the great mass of busi- 
ness is confined to the city; for example, out of the eighty= 
six establishments to which we have referred (the clearing 
bankers), fifty-five are situated within the limits of the city, 
and only thirty-oie in other parts of the town, Still, in apite 
of this disproportion, one cannot help being struck with the 
fact that even in a city in which all the commerce is grouped 
in oae spot, it has been found necessary to open thirty-one 
banks of deposit in other parts. In applying to Paris the 
reflections to which this state of things gives rise, we arrive at 
the conclusion that branch or district banks are much more 
necessary in Paris than in London. We need not develop this 
idea, which is evident to all who are acquainted with the com- 
merce of Paris, its habits, and local distribution. We therefore 
believe in the success of the branches which the great estab- 
lishments have opened in many quarters, If we admit the 
necessity, or even the utility of multiplying such branches, wo 
find ourselves obliged to recognise as a uatural consequence 
the utility and the necessity of the Clearing-house.” 

M. Coullet gocs minutely into the details and motes of 
working the Cleazing-house in Paris, which he suggests should 
be in, or close to, the Bourse; and gives, moreover, all the 
forms required from the note of deposit and cheque book, with 
the regulatious of a bauk of deposit, up to the final liquidation 
ticket of the Ciearing-house. ‘These details are peculiarly 
valuable for the financial and commercial world of Loudon, and. 
the more so from the perspicnous manner in which they are 
drawn up, but would have interest for a comparatively small 
number of our readers, aud are entirely beyond the scope of an 
ordinary article. 

The grand thing for the commercial world of England to 
know is, that enlightened men in France are now fully awake 
to the necessity of ing a grand reform in the method of 
conducting business ; and that, although slowly, perhaps, the 
system will eventually be assimilated in the two countries. It 
is true that the initroduction of the cheque and clearing system 
in Paris will not, dircetly, much affect the trade between the 
two countries, but it proves the growing sympathy between 
them, and is one of the most promising signs of greatly 
increased commercial 1 





















INDIA—THE DANGER OF ANOTHER MUTINY. 
The Times’ correspondent’s letters have been fu'l of warnings 








to the authorities on the danger of depriving the Governor- 
General of the ample powers possessed by predecessors. The 
semblance of power, says the writer, is here the substance and 
reality at the India-office in London. ‘The danger of arming 
the police with rifles and swords is particularly dwelt ou. 
‘These remarks have called forth the following letter: — 

(To the Fuitor of The Times.) 

Sir,—The letter of your Caleutta correspondent published in The 
Times of to-day reflects so accurately the dissatisfaction and the fears of 
Anglo-Indians of every class, that I venture to ask a little space at this 
slack season to endorse the writer's views, and to add a few comments of 
my own, ‘The great and general disgust in India at the manner in which 
the local Governments, including the Supreme Government, are treated 
by the home Administration caanot be exaggcrated. ‘The natives are 
not adverse to this system. They are too shorisighted to perceive its 
disadvantages to themselves, and they like to be able to snap their fingers 
in the face of governors, commissioners, and even viceroys, by appeals to 
the Secretary of State. [have just bad personal knowledge myself of a 
case in which a native official had applied, without success, to his own 
Government aud to the Supreme Government for redress of what was 
certainly a very great wrong done to him in the reduction of a certain 
establishment, He is avery respectable man, and a very good offiver. 
But the claim was for a refunding of money, and under the new regula~ 
tions the local Government could only promise promotion at the first 
opportunity, and the Supreme Government declined to entertain the ease. 
The claimant appealed to the Sceretary of State, and received in reply a 
complimentary letter from that bigh official, and an order for the payment. 
of the claim. Now, anyone acquainted with Tudia will recognise at once 
the effect even a single occurrence of this hind must have in a large 
Eastern city. All of this man’s caste will hear of the beneficence of the 
great man and real ruler of India in London, To him all will direct 
their eyes and address their prayers. The local authorities will sink into 
insignificance, if not into contempt, in the minds of the people. The 
local rulers themselves will fall to the level of their reduced importance, 
and ultimately, in place of having men in India equal to great 
emergencies, and accustomed to govern, we shall have simply a number 
of chief clerks, unaccustomed to responsibility, shrinking from action, 
successful enough probably in fair weather, but totally unequal to the 
perils of a storm, 

In India Sir Charles Wood is blamed for all this, and is often called 
not untruly the “best abused” of English statesmen, But those who, 
like your correspondent, can vecasionally peep behind the scenes, know 
that the Indian Council is the real author of ell this miserable meddling, 
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It is worth while inquiring what are the objects and the advantages of this 
Indian Council. It doubtless affords a number of superannuated’ Indian 
‘officers the satisfaction experienced by the retired tallow chandler in the 
anecdote. It is pleasant to those gentlemen, r.0 doubt, to “look in on 
boiling days” in Victoria-sirect ; but tha system of boiling may have 
changed since they were in the trade, and their old fashioned ways may 
impede instead of expediting operations. Beyond this personal gratifica- 
tion to a few of our Indian magnates—* retired from business,” what good 
does this Council effect? The Supreme Govemment has a council 
composed of official and non-official members, natives and Europeans of 
high rank or position in the country. ‘The subrrdinate Governments of 
the Presidencies have similar councils conversant with the local wants of 
their respective territories. Thus, if a measure is initiated—say in Bom- 
bay or Madras, having passed through the local Legislative Coungil, i 
may be assumed to be adapted to the special wants of the Presidency it 
originates in. It isthen referred to the Supreme Government of India 
lest it should contain provisions inimical to the interests of the country as 
awhole. Over the Supreme Counc!l presides the Viceroy, and in it sits 
one of the most eminent maders of jurisprudence we possess. The widest 
and most varied experience and the mest complete knowledge of prince 
ples are there concentrated on the new candidate for legislative honou 
When it has passed this second ordeal one would naturally suppose that 
its final sanction by Her Majesty’s Ministers was almost a matter of course. 
One would naturally suppose that the du:y of the Ministers was simply to 
see whether local pre-sure or prejudice had in any way warped the judg- 
ment of the legislators in India, and made them sworve from those great 
principles of government whieh have the confidence of the Pariament 
and people of this country. But this would be an error. The measu 
is referred to the Secretary of State for India in Council, and the whole 
business has to be done over by much less efiicient performers in 
Westminster. Perhaps one Councilor has occupied a high official posi- 
tion in the territory to whi ilies, and his local experience 
(of ten sears ago, or upwards) exercis’s a far greater influence on the fate of 
the new Act than the local Governorand all his Council.

The Royal Sovereign turret-ship, Capt. Sheiard Osborn, C.B., now 
at Portlan‘, bas been almost daily under weizh sincz the Ist of September, 
testing her many novel fittings and accustoming her officers and crew to 
working her guns and turrets. ‘The ship, from her extraordinary beam of 
G63ft. din. and her barrel shaped bottom, tests the turrets to their utmost, 
and it may safely be said that when they can be worked in such a ship 
with such ponderous ordnance as her present 12-ton guns, they will work 
anywhere, The ship never was intended for and never can be a sea- 
going ship. Some of our contemporaries run away with the idea that 
Captain Osborn is testing the seagoing qualities of the Royal Zovereign, 
whereas he is merely testing the sea-going fighting qualities of the cupolas 
or turrets. ‘The guns were worked and have been repeatedly fred with 
the ship rolling 10 and 11 deg. each xay ina minute. No ship, it is sup- 
posed, in the service could have cast loose a 10U-pounder of five tons 
under similar circumstances without some scrious accident. The 12 ton 














j 150-pounders hve now been fired 30 times cach, and nota sinzle breech- 


ing has been carried away. We know a ship in the Channel Fleet which 
cannot fire 2 100-pounder five or six times in aseaway without calling for 
a fresh breeching. The wooden gun carriages show symptons of the trial 
to which they have been subjected, and ail on board the ship call for iron 
rriages as well as iron guns and turrets, ‘The unaccountable manner 
in which the Royal Sovereign was sent away from Portsmouth without 
her defects and alicrations being completed, although the dockyard found 
¢ to plaster 4U tons more of woo. and iron over the a'realy overladen 
Jes of this ship, has occasioned great diseomfort to all on board during 
the broken and rainy weather recently experienced, and prevented all the 
experiments being curried out which’ Captains Osborn and Coles would 
have desired. Had she been an Admiralty pet, no care or expense would 
have been spare‘ ; as it is, no one, we are toll, at Whitehall would break 
their hearts if the crew of the Royal Sovereign declare her to be every- 
thing that was wretched. 

By direction of the Admiralty a survey hes been made of a number of 
the vessels composing the sailing reserve in Chatham harbour, preparatory 
to their being sald out of the navy, the whoie of them, with some few ex- 
ceptions, being altogether unsuited to the present requirements of the ser- 
vice. ‘There are about 50 vessels of various rates and sizes. ‘The greater 
number belong the * Symonds” class of frigates and sloops, which, 
although considered perfect models of naval architecture a few years ago, 
are now, for all practical purposes, perfectly useless as ships of war. OF 
the number stated some of the old line-of-battle and other ships, such os 
the Ocean, the Benbow, the Devoushire, and the Glocester. are doing 
good service as receiving, hospital, and coal ships; but the majority, in 
cluding the Ganges, 84, the Vanguard, €0, the Chichester, 50, and the 
fine frigates Nankin, 50, Vernon, 50, Southampton, 50, and a vast number 
ot sloops and frigates of lesser touvage, are rotting in the harbour, They 
impede the navigation, and cach ship requires a staff of warrant officers 
and men to be kept on board for the purpose of looking after ” the vessel. 
Several of the squadron of sailing vessels in the Medway have been turned 
to profitable use by being fitted for training and school ships, and sent to 
the Thames, Liverpool, Bristol, ard many other of the principal ports, and 
it is deserving of the serious consideration of the Admiralty whether, con= 
sidering that probubly not one of the numerous sailing veseels of war now 
ying at Chatham will ever again be required for service in war.are, it 
would not be advisable to utilise all the available vessels of this class for 
purposes of seamanship connected with the mercantile marine rather than

machinery, of a more power‘ul kind than any hitherto in use at Chatham, 
has recenily been erected in the factory adjoining the dock in which the 
Bellerophon is building, to be used in the preparation of the 6-inch and 
other armour-plates destined to incase that vessel, which, according to her 
present rate o” progress, will be ready to receive her first plate early in 
the ensuing year. 

The Thunderer, sailing line-of-battle ship, has been cut down to her 
maindeck port sills in dock at Portsmouth, and is being fited as the 
future target ship for testing armour-plates at Portsmouth. 























TRIAL TRIP OF THE “ LONDON.” 

The success of the auxiliary screw steamer Great L'ritain in the Mel- 
bourne irade is stimulating the owners of Australian liners to produce vessels 
of her class. On the 22u.1 inst. the iron screw ship-rigged steamer London, 
belonging to Messrs. Money Wigram and Co., made a trial run from 
Gravesend to the Nore. Starting at 2 pa. she proceeded against a 
strong flood tide down the river, returning to her anchorage at Gravesend 
at 5.50. thus accomplishing the distance of 44 miles in 3h. 5im., the 
revolutions of the engine ranging up to 80, and the maximum speed over 
IL knots This ve-sel was built by the owners at their yard at Blackwall, 
her dimensions being 267 feet length, 35 beam, 24 depth, und her tonnage, 
including the engine-room, 1,752 tons. The engines are by Mess 
Humphreys and ‘Tennant, of 200-horse power nominal, and considering 
the power, the rate of speed is a great success. 

‘A very handsome luncheon was provided, and as the visitors numbered 
nearly 00 there was no difficulty in filling every corner of the very 
capacious saloon. ‘The cabins in the poop, with their fine large ports, 
almost seduce a landsman to take airip to Meibourne. Each of the eabins 
on the lower deck are also fitted with two scuttles, and in all parts of the 
vessel there is ample room—that great devideratum on board ship. ‘The 
berths, which number 90 first-class and 160 second and third, are nearly 
all enzaged. Captain Martin, formerly ot the Suffolk, in the same em- 
ploy, has been appointed to command the London. Mess, McLeod, 
Allport, and Co., the brokers for Messrs, Money Wigram and Co. will 
despatch the vessel for Melbourne on the 22nd October trom Gravesend, 
and it is expecied that she will make the passage in GO days.

the Falmouth Police-court on the 14th inst. Captain Jolly.of the ship 
Brandon, of London, 9U0 tons register, summoned Jobn Copeland and 
17 other kcamer: belonging to the thip’s crew for disobeying bis lawful 
orders, It appeared frum the captain's evidence that he had sailed from 
London on the 15th of July, 1863, for Meibourne, thence to Akyab 5 
East Indies ; thence to Falmouth, wish a cargo of At Falmouth 
he remained some days aw siting orders, which he received on the previous 
day, directing him to proceed to Antwerp to di-charze his cargo. He ac- 
cordingly went on board and ordered the men to man the windlass ana 
get the ship under way. ‘This they refused to do, stating that they would 
not sail fur any Continental port, as their articles did uot bind them to 
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go there. . Mr. Moorman, who appeared for the plaintiff, said the onl 
question for their worships to decile, as the refusal to work was admitted, 
was whether or not the voyage was really concluded at Falmouth, accord 
ing to the ship's articles. ‘The articles were dated London, July 16, 
1863, and were in the following terms :—* For a voyage from London to 
Melbourne, or any port or parts in the Indian Ocean, or Pacific Ocean, 
or Chinese Seas. or West Indies, or wherever freight or employment for 
ship may offer; trading backwards or forwards in any succession till her 
return to a final port of discharge in the United Kingdom, voyage not to 
eaceed two years.” He submitted that according to these articles the 
vessel could trade to any port where freight might offer, so that che ultimately 
came to a final port of discharge in the United Kingdom within the two 
years for which the seamen were articled. Antwerp was not a final port 
of discharge, but an intermediate port, where freight might be earned, 
and there was still plenty of time to make a voyage from Antwerp and 
return to the United Kingdom within the time specified. Mr. Jenkins, 
for the defendants, submitted that the law was that if the captain wanted 
to take the men to a place not named in the articles they had a right to 
refuse, aud such refusal could not be construed into an act of disobedience 
to lawful orders. The juigment of Lord Stowe ll, in the case of the 
Minerva (1, agg Rep., 347 and 356), was decisive on the matter. Lord 
Stowell said, * if the master propose to take the vessel on a voyage not 
designa‘ed by the articles, the mariners may leavea ship without being guilty 
of desertion’: and words of indefinite meaning inserted in the ship's articles, 
as ‘or elsewhere ” will be construed in favour of the mariners; and with 
reference to the general course and routine of the voyage described in the 
context such words must receive a reasonable construction conformable 
to the interests of commerce; they are not to be taken in the indefinite 
latitude in which they are expressed ; they are not to be admitted as an 
universal alibi for the whole world, including the most remote and even 
pestilential shores.” Mr, Jenkins contended that the words in the Bran. 
dor’s articles, “ or wherever freight or employment for the ship may offer,” 
were of the same nature and of (he same “indefinite meaning” as the 
words “ or elsewhere,” quoted by Lord Stowell. The sailing “ back- 
wardsand forwards” meant between those places named iu the articles ; 
and as there was no mention of the Continent the men were clearly en- 
titled, on the principles taid down by Lord Stowell, to refuse to proceed 
there, and had a rixht to their discharge at Falmouth, which was the port 
in the United Kingdom to which they had returned. After some consi- 
deration the Bench decided that had the vessel continued to trade between 
those places mentioned in the articles there could be no doubt that the 
captain could have compelled the men to serve for two years. but as the 
ship had retumed to England, and there was no Continental clause in the 
articles, the men inust be discharged. The court was densely crowded 
during the hearing, as (nere were many captains and crews in that port 
whose articles were stated to be similarly drawn up to the articles of 
the Brandon. 

Tur ANoMaLyY IN Jarax.—The Kanagawa correspondent of the 
New York Times writes:—* If Japan can be classed among civilised 
nations, the action of the English in landing forees here would be a de- 
claration of war of itself, as well as the edict of expulsion which she has been 
under for the past nine months, The absurdity of the position assumed. 
by both parties strikcs one at once, when we make the comparisons, in 
supposing America should order all Englishmen trom her soil, and while 
an embassy was over attempting negotiations on the subject an English 
admiral should arrive iv New York harbour, and demand a place on Staten 
Island for troops, and require barracks for the same to be built by the 
United States Government within a stipulated time, which should be 
muediately complied with, But such is exactly what is being done here.”

which will certainly produce a panic, Qur merchants tremble 
in the balance for this event. We believe, however, that the 
eflect om the supplies of cotton will be overrated for the mo- 
ment, No oue knows the quantity of cotton which has been 
grown and ig now to be found throughouy the length and 
breadth of the Southern States, but we do know the enormous 
stitaulus which has been given to its growth in other parts of 
the worid, and that the supplies from tise surces will cons 
tinue to pour in long aficr the woid “peace” Las run along 
every telegraphic wire in existence, 

The following comments on the fall in the price of cotton are 
from the Daily News ¢ 

The reduction of 4d. or Sd. per Ib. which has taken place in the price 
of cotton since the commencement of the peace discussions in America, 
is calculated to bring about a certam degree of relief in the money market. 
It stands to reason that if we have to pay 4d, or Sd. a pound Less tor cotton 
than we reckoned upon paying a few weeks ago, our pecuniary posirion is 
to that extent benefiied ; and the gain in a national sese— Whatever may: 
be the result 10 speculative holders overtaken by the full in prices —is not 
slight if regard be had to the proportion which this fali bears to the total 
price of cotton in the years preceaing the outbreak of the American war, 
In view of the present altered and uncertain position of the Liverpool 
cotton market, and of the great results which might ensue to the cotton 
trade in the event of an armistice being arranged in Auveviea, it is pro- 
bable that additional caution will hencetorward be exercised by all en- 
gaged in the cotton import trade. Foreign correspondents will no longer 
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be allowed to draw so heavily as heretofore on London firms; the trade 
will be conducted with a smaller amount of speculation ; and it is by no 
means improbable that before long the shipments of bullion to Egypt, 
India, and others of the new cotton growing countries, may receive some 
check. We have yet to learn the effect produced in the Indian markets 
by the idea of peace in America, and by the heavy fall in the price of 
cotton here. By many i icipated that the imnrediate effect will be 
a favourable movement to a rather important extent in the Indian ex- 
changes. From these considerations it will be seen that there is a prospect, 
of soine of the discouraging features now presented in our money market 
being obviated. 

The period for the introduction of the Egyptian’ Loan for 
£5,000,000 sterling, depends greatly upon the course of our 
money market; but, circumstances permitting, it will probably 
bs issued about November. The loan is intended to cover 
liabilities already incurred here and in Paris, representing very 
nearly the amount above-mentioned, and which become due 
during the next twelve months, These liabilities consist of 
£2,400,000, due by the Viceroy of Egypt to the promoters of 
the Suez Canal, on the arbitration of the French Government ; 
£750,000, due to the Ezyptian Trading Company ; and Trea- 
sury bills to the amount of about £2.000,000, held in London 
and Paris. A large portion of these liabilities have accrued 
through the purchase here of agricaltural implements and 
machinery, chiefly required for tho cultivation of cotton. It 
is thus believed that the loan will involve no drain of gold 
from England. 

The new bank in formation at Hong Kong has been well 
spoken of in the City. Some dissatisfuction has been expressed 
that the advertisemcut does not name any agents in Loudon to 
whom applications for shares could be sent by parties residing 
in England. On application to Messrs, Dent, Palmer, and Co., 
we found that no request had becn conveyed to them on the 
subject.
